I he Great Civil Wars—An Historical Re- 
view and Contrast. 

r tr.ro it* New Turk Pott.] 

The present conllict in this country is one 
of those which are usually called "civil 
wars;'' and though nothing of the kind 
has ever helore bOM earried on on the same 
stupendous scale, yet there are plenty if 
precedents for it. 

One of the earliest of these is the famous 
Peloponneaian war, which began B. C. 432, 
and lasted twenty-seven years, l>etweeu 
states of Q reeeo, which, had they adopted 
the idea of Pericles and been united nndec 
one general head, might have formed a na- 
tion of marvellous grandeur and influence. 
But the doctrine of "state sovereignty" or 
"autonomy'' prevailed, and after twenty- 
seven years of warfare foreign invasion 
closed the combat. 

In tho Monthly Heligious Magazine for 
February there is an intereetln | historical 

review of civil wars; and on the subject, of 
the Pelopoimesian war the writer says : 

"This hang and deadly warfare could not 
have been prolonged through twenty-seven 
years, oxeopt for the foot, that both Sparta 
end Alliens wore banco on slaverv. The 
ahaYOl tilled the soil— the citizens waged 
war. Slavery not only supplied the muni- 
tion-, hut it gave to the war a savage feroc- 
ity and brutality. Athens alone had four 
hundred thousand slaves to sixty thousand 
freemen. But Sparta was made pre-emi- 
nently barbarous and inhuman by the 
habit of domineering o\ er slaves. During 
the progress of tho war, fearing an insur- 
rection among her Helots at home, she pro- 
claimed hlierty to such as would come for- 
ward and join her armies. Two thousand 
brave men sprung up at the word "liberty,' 
and presented themselves. They were 
never heard of more. They were led off 
secretly and massacred; and, by this 
liendi>li treachery, tho oligarchs rid" them- 
selves of such slaves as would be most 
likely to prove a dangerous element at 
home." 

It is curious to contrast the numbers en- 
gaged in our war with those engaged iu the 
great wars of the past: 

"We select two decisive battles. One of 
these w as fought in the harbor of Syracuse. 
In an expedition against Sicily, Athens had 
strained every nerve and equipped a mag- 
nilicent fleet and army. They sailed out of 
the Pineus with sound of trumpets, pa-ans 
and libations of wine from gold and silver 
enpj. This great army consisted of live 
thousand heavy armed infantry. It was re- 
inforced by another of about the same num- 
ber. When gathered at Syracuse they num- 
bered iu all — heavy armed infantry, natives 
of the island and slaves v ho were light 
armed and only employed :>s skirmishers — 
twenty thousand men. This, la the lan- 
guage of Tliucydides, made her power ap- 
pear 'stupendous,' and her resources 'be- 
yond calculation.' 

"The final and decisive battle was that of 
Aigospotami, when Athens" lost her tleet, 
and nearly her whole army was surprised 
and taken prisoueis. The numbers en- 
gaged in battle are not told; but the num- 
ber ol prisoners, who were native Athen- 
ians, is recorded asihrce thousand, which 
*eems to have made up the bulk of her 
army in the last decisive engagement." 

NOW AN1> THUS. 

As to the numbers engaged, the little 
Sttite of Massachusetts litis furnished more 
men in our present struggle than fought on 
both aides in the great English rebellion. 
H has sent more men into the held than 
Julius Caaear commanded to gain the em- 
pire of tho world; more than all the troops 
of Hellas put together in the long stru?t;le 
I hat rent her in pieces, w hen her sun went 
down in blood. The State of New York 
has equipped more soldiers thau all the 
troops ot (.'.. -ar and Potnpoy put together, 
(hough drawn from e\ery province, from 
the Euphrates to the pi flare of Hercules. 
The wnnle ■raaj of ftaoonwall would only 
servo as skirmishers, or as a detail for a 
•raid" irom the army of Grant or Sherman. 
U:s great military fame was gained by 
managing twenty-ffve thousand men; and 
its inarches and evolutions were within an 
area less exteusivo than the State of Vir- 
ginia." 

in KNul.IsH RBnEI.I.IOX. 

"The great civil war ol England, known 
as 'the Great Rebellion,' was also a conflict 
between the oligarchs and the commons; 
called again the Cavaliers and the Round- 
heads; called agtiin, nioreappropriatelv.the 
King and his Parliament. It divided Eng- 
land horizontally— the king and tho lords 
and the bishops on one side, the commons 
on the other; and it derided the question 
forever, whether constitutional government 
was a possible boon to the English race. 

"The war opened in 1(>I2, and continued 
seven years. It would probably have been 
finished in halt that time, but for the hesi- 
tancy and half measures of Kssex, the first 
parliamentary general. The first conllict 
of Edgehill has its exact parallel in Antio- 
tam. It was a drawn battle: both parties 
laying all night on their anfis; but in the 
morning Hampden came up with four thou- 
sand fresh men. Julius Casar would ha Ye 
followed up quickly the former day's work, 
and, with blow npOO blow, finished the 
royalists and tho war. Instead of this, the 
armies 'looked at each other,' dreaded to 
renew the tight, and drew oft", each by itself, 
much to the chagrin nnd disgust of Hamp- 
den. Five thousand wore left slain upon 
the held— slain to no pupose, as nothing 
was decided. So thing! wont on, till Oliver 
• rotnwoll came with his 'ironside regiment,' 
and, at the decisive battle of Naseby, dash- 
ed upon the kiim's forces and shivered them 
in pieces. 

"\Vn may smile, on reading over thOM 
great battles, at the numbers engaged. They 
varied from twenty to twenty-five t hftne o ni i 

men on each side, never exceeding the lat- 
ter number. The battle of Mareton Moor 
was the most obstinately contested, between 
the most numerous armies that were en- 
gaged during the course of these wars;' and 
iu that battle, as Hume lane tits, fifty thou- 
sand British troops were led to mutual 
slaughter. Such \v;ts the price paid; the 
end achieved was free government for the 
English race everywhere." 

The writer in the Heliuious Monthly de- 
duces from the facts he relates several argu- 
ments. First COBM ■ one in favor of the cul- 
tivation of a national military spirit as the 
surest way of avoiding the shedding of 
blood. Wars unskillfully waged are the 
bloodiest of all. Cesar, iu a three years' 
war between the Cesareans and Pompeians, 
lost fewer men than MoCteUaa did in a sin- 
gle campaign on the Peninsula. Indeed, it 
is said, moro lives have been lost in our 
present war than the great civil wars of 
Greece, Rome and England put together; 
and this might have been avoided had the 
North been a military people. 

TIIK HJPVaUII OK IXTKRVKN TIOX. 

"It is well to look into the gulf of ruin 
from which our present civil war is to aaxa 
us. Resolving the Union into thirty -six 
State sovereignties would place us exactly 
where the Greek Autonomies were placed 
in their struggle of twenty-seven years. It 
means mutual slaughter and linai collapse, 
until some strouger third power comes in 
and ad justs t e bleeding fragments. Persia 
Yinally 'intervened' in favor of Sparta; and 
her hateful despotism was pressed down 
upon all the States of Hellas and her lovely 
islands. Thebes tinally rebelled against it, 
led on by the gyaet Bj aminoudas; and a se- 
cond series of civil wars brought ou a more 
complete exhaustion, and a more deadly 
collapse. 

Philip of Macedon next 'intervened,' and 
crushed them still lower into dust, amid 
the dying thunders of Demosthenes, and 
the fading glories of the Giecian name. 
Next Rome 'intervened' and conquered 
Macedonia; and both Macedonia and Hellas 
went down together under her iron heel. 
Next the Turk 'intervened;' and Rome, in 
all her Eastern empire, involving Greece 
with her ancient states and beautiful isles, 
was eclipsed in a more baKful despotism 
and in heathen night. Such are the last re- 
sults of autonomy — dismemberment, mu- 
tual ha e and slaughter, national extinc- 
tion and death. So the loveliest form of an- 
cient civilization, in a democracy just 
rising to the glories of empire, was sacri- 
fiead to the insane notion of petty 'State sov- 
and, when we now ask, Where

It is very appa- 
rent that Ihe people in U>th sections of the 
late Union earnestly desire peace, and that 
tlie principal difficult v lies in the settle- 

nent of the terms. The sentiment of the 
Northern peop'e in favor of a restoration of 

he Union has Iteen enuatantly growing, 

specially among the better classes of the 
, -opulation. They have discovered that 

lone thev will l»e the victims of a turbu- 
ut Democracy, who have no control over 
themselves, and will exact no responsibility 
oui their leaders as rulers. They are not 
willing to rely upon their own capacity to 
.overn themselves. With Union this ciasi, 
would make peace on any terms, and would 
modify their Constitution to meet our views. 

But this is not the go\.-rnini; class al the 
North, and I do not »ee that any modifica- 
tion of their constitution can be made, nor 
how any guarantees ran U- given. Anv 
peace on the t ruis of Union will have to 
t»e made on the terms of their present 
Union. No ad minis! ration at the North 
c tn offer more r could fulfill any agree- 
•nent to lo more. The issue, therefore, that 
is presented t > us is a return to the condi- 
tions of iNiO or independence. In mv judg- 
ment, all discussion () f the question" in anv 
otner form is useless, if not a pernicious 
discussion. I do not think that anv con- 
siderable party at the North is preparer! to 
adopt the alternative we propose, and no 
considerable party at the South is prepare. I 
to adopt the alternative proposed bv our 
enemies. 

I am not, therefore, vet hopeful of peace. 
But events seem to lie hastening onward 
towaid a termination of the war, and in the 
termination of the war a solution of the 
terms of a settlement must take place. I 
do not venture to predict what that settle- 
ment will be. A civil commotion at the 
North— defeat* of our armies — defeats of 
Ihe Northern armies will affect then,-. None 
W decide when anv of these events nnv 
Lvur. I rear that my answer will no' ha 
But I cannot reduce the 
of peace to the category of th»
